'Godless Schools." 



Editor Colonist:— A letter appeared 
in your journal last Thursday, signed 
"Subsoriber," with the general tenor of 
vbioli all will agree. B'l^t the writer fal^s 
into the very common error of dssiiming 
morality opd religion are necessarily as 
Bociated. And hove lies the source of the 
dispute between the advocates and 
opponent of religious tcachiu^; in public 
Bclioola. The supportorw of ruliKioiis in- 
structions say, with "Suliscriber," we 
want moral Iraining, therefore give us re- 
ligious instruction . "Why not say, simi)- 
\!0 v/ant moral training, therefore let 
U3 have moral in.ttruclion? To (his there 
could bo no objection. Then why com- 
plicate the question unnecessarily by 
bringing up religion, and with religion, 
discord and strife. For what is morality 
and what is religion ? Morulily, meaning 
thereby yui/^ >>iurtiis, may for present pur- 
poses bo shortly detiaed to be rules of 
conduct tending to the general wellbeing 
and happiness. In like manner religion 
as generally understood, (say, for in- 
stance, Christianity or Judaism) may bo 
described as a system of morality, more or 
loss defective,' with Kcriips cif history and 
biography, and theso so masked and ini-x- 
ed with poetry, allegory, parable and fa- 
ble, that hardly two persons of any religi- 
ous denomination will exactly agree 
where to draw tlio parting linop. So great, 
indeed, irt tlio dilliculty of aoparatiug facti 
f rom fublo and, very often, so strenuous 
the endeavour to prove fable to bo fact, 
that poor morality is either drowned in 
tbo polemical aea or so mutilated in the 
strife as to be unreoognizablo by her boit 
friends. 

It is moral instruction to teach a child 
to bo truthful, and the harm that must 
result from lying and deceit. It is part 
of religious instruction (of our roligious 
instruction) to teach that Ood said and 
did all that ho is stated to have said and 
done, (in Deuteronomy and Leviticus for 
instance), olso that by the sijecial fa- 
^01 of tho Aimighty the sun stood Still at 
ttie;edmmaod of a blopd-tbiesigr' tyrant 
who would have been a fitting leader of 
Basbi-baTiouks; and much else that many 
falhors well may, and in fact do.tdijecl to 
their children being taught aa part of 
their religious belief. 

Very few if any oppose religious in- 
struclion because it is religious; but be- 
cause much that passes under that name 
ia, in their opinion, useless or pernicioue, 
or opposed to the teachings of Hcieiiot). 
So that what tho ignorant child is tau(,;lil 
to believe by authority, the educated man 
comes to doubt by reason, and tho doubt- 
ful and the time being no inextricably 
mixed tho whole is often neglected. Hence 
the., ^idesprpad'a'n^ growing infidelity of 
the age. X.

BEUYEO^SPATCHES. 

EUROPE.^,! • 
OoNsxiNTiNopiiB, JanjP^'^v — Austrian 
Solaves hero are "beoomiin^ nitTre - and 
more incensed agaiust Kusaians in 
consequence of tho project of '"Goii. Igna- 
tieflf, llnssian plenipotentiary, of aunox- 
ingold Servia to one of t'lo provinces in 
to which Bulgaria, according to tho llua- 
sian proposal, is to be divided. Now.s 
has been received confirmatory of tho 
deep indignation of tho Greeks at the pro- 
posal of the .oonferonco, which tends to 
subordinate Greeks to Bulgarians and sa- 
crifico tho Turkish' Greek population to 
Sclavs. 

No power except Russia is likely per- 
manently to witlidraw its ambiissador in 
the event of a failure of the conference. 

Tho Times' Berlin corresiiuudeut and 
others state that Emperor William's order 
against German (^cera entering the Bus- 
sian service was issued in oonsequcnoe of 
tho Czar's offering General MantoufFol tho 
command of tho mobilized army. 

A Berlin correspondent of tho Times 
says it ia stated that Austria and Germany 
have commenced negotiations upon tbo 
oipediouoy of promoting lloumania's de- 
sire to have her territory declared iiido- 
peudent and neutral, to cooure its neu- 
trality in tho possibly Impending conflict. 
Turkey ficomed inclined to favor tho idea. 

Tho Time's Paris co.'respondont, quotes 
a letter written by ono of tho mo.st ouiiu- 
ent members of tbo oonferonco to show 
that the complete change in the attitude 
of the Porto, by which it now [jropose.s 
terms to Europe iubload of incc vcrsn, is 
due to a fact of which the Turks are fully 
aware, that Bussiau mobilization hascom- 
idetoly broken down, and that none of 
the other European Powers are prepared 
to exert anything but moral prcsauro. 

Beiilin, Jan. G. — The chiefs of the 
Budukshan principalities south of Russian 
Xhokand have complained to tho Russian 
authorities of Turkistan of Afghan rule 
and of the- British policy, which favors 
the annexation of Budukshan to Afghan- 
istan. 

London, Jan. (>. — A dispatch from Sem- 
lin lays a considerable force of Circas- 
sians and Bashi Bazouks were advancii.g 
against Negatiu on the 2d of January, b.u 
were repulsed by tho garrison and n.^Ui ; 
CossaokB from Kledowa; 35 > Gossaok'< ii.i d 
111 Turka were killed. 

CoKsjrAiivxvnpiiB. Jan, 8.— At to-day's 
meeting; of the conference Euguui oo«ii~, 
Italian ambassador, in the name of tho 
other European planipotentiarios, contru- 
vorted the arguments adduced by Hafaut 
Pasha at the last sitting. Tho Marquis of 
Salisbury supported Signer Cortio's view. 
Tho Turkish reproaentatives, iiovortho- 
less, did not withdraw their refusal to ac- 
cept the OonditionB proposed by the pow- 
ers. They, however, took part in con- 
versation on the gaarantoes, es^pecially in 
that relative to an international commis- 
t.ion\ Tho discussion was animated, and 
at tho cloao tho sitting was adjourned till 
Wednesday. It is generally bolieved tho 
conference will hold two more sittings. 
Lord Salisbury will probably prolong his 
stay beyond the date to which he baa en- 
gaged a steamer. 

CoNSTANTi.sopiiE.Jan 9. — Gen. IgnatieiT, 
Russian plenipotentiary, i'ecoutl.y sug- 
gested that the reforms proposed by the 
powers bo extended to Macedonia, Epirus 
and Thessa. The English plenipotentiary 
replied that such a report did not come 
within tho scope of cho iustrncttons. 

BebiiIN, Jan. 9. — Servia is negotiating 
for p6&ce directly, with the Porte, on the 
basis of a statu quo and the maintenance 
of the treatj' of Pans. The Porto ia fav- 
orftblo to this scheme. 

The Vutioiial Zaitaug Bays the Gorman 
iinibiis.sador ai Constantinople is about to 
be recalled, and no successor will be ap- 
pointed. 

London, Jan, 9. — A special to the 2}a{/;/ 
NeKs from Vienna -says the Hungarian 
general of Klapha baa inspected the ar- 
senal and stores of Turkey, and cerlifie-i 
that the Turkish govorunient has a million 
breech loaders, and accoutrements sulli 
cifliit for -100,000 mon. The Turkish arm v 
in Bulgaria is rapidly increasing. It is 
'stated that 81^,000 men, from all parts of 
tho empire arrived in that province within 
the last eight days. 

A dispatch from Constantinople says the 
Phare du liospkore uewspapcr declares 
that iuusmucli as all the articles of the 
uouferonco programiiio nro fraau'd with a 
view to the oliminatiou or estal)lishni(;nt 
of a privileged provinco, therefore, oven 
if the jiowors withdraw four-fifths of their 
demonds, tho Porte would still persist in 
its objections. 

Constantinople, Jan. 9. — Plenipoten- 
tiaries at yoHtordsiy'B conference pointed 
out that several points of tho propos.ils of 
tho powers formed a part of Andrassy's 
note, antl the Turkish roprosentativos in- 
dicated their williugness to outer into dis- 
cussion on the basis of that note. It is 
believed tho plenipotealiaries.will, at to- 
morrow's sitting, make a last appeal to 
the Turkish represoutativos to discuss tho 
proposals of the powers. 

VkusaiLiLEs, Jan. '.). — Tho regular ses- 
sion of tho Chambers opened today. In 
the Chamber of Deputies M. Grevy was 
re-olected President by ;i20 out of 3-10 
votes. 

London, Jan. 0. — Tho British foreign 
oflioo has forwarded to tho government of 
the United States relics of the Polaris ex- 
pedition, brought to England by (Japt. 
Xnros. 

L'.Miis, Jan. 9, — T.cPatia, this ovening, 
j)iiblishoa un artiulo signed Cassaguao, in- 
solently attacking the government and 
prophesying tho return of the Princo Im- 
perial to Prance in thrCo years, 

London, Jan» 8. — (Jeriuany is prepar- 
ing to muhilizo the army corps for tho 
uurpoRO of watching tho Poliali frontior. 
This i;i in accordance with a Htateineiit 
made some time ago that in the event of 
war Germany would aid Russia by taking 
care of Poland. Perhaps a moro signili- 
cnnt statement is that Austria is collect- 
ing munitions •f war at Semllu, prepara- 
tory to seizing the Servian capital in tho 
event of Russian occupation of Roumnn- 
ia, 

A Berlin dispatch says Austria is call- 
ing out reserves in Bohemia and else- 
whore. 

The 7{mw'. correspondent at Vienna 
telegraphs there is every hope the ditTor- 
onces between Boumania and Turkey may 
be arranged, Turkey has already inform- 
od the Roumanian governmout that tho 
Porto never could havo any iutoutiou of 
:dl(!ring, by any act or intent or poJioy, 
the position which Roumania derived 
from international treaties.

,;In this important case in which the 
Oorporation'pirayedi'ttiiiiitU'e Tacdiot of 
tho Jury in favor of the plaintiff might 
be set aside, elaborate decisions were 
given by each of tho presiding Judges. 

Chief Justice Bogbioin delivering judg- 
ment said ho wonld not take into consi- 
deration any irregularities which might 
have occurred in the oontraot entered into 
between the Mayor of Yiotoriii and the 
plaintiff, for whether there bad' been any, 
or none, it ought not to interfere with the 
point at issue. If tho plaiutifThad given 
value roooivod ho ought to bo properly 
remunerated. Wiion the mailboat Prince 
Alfred arrived at this jiort with tho in- 
fection of smallpox on board thoCorpora- 
'tioniwho had appointed a Board of Health 
took cognizance of tho event, regarding 
themselves as the proper authorities to 
to act. The Prorinciu Qovernment did 
not toko upon themselves any rosponsir 
bility in the matter, neither did"'tho Do- 
minion move in it. But the Mayor, aa 
representing tho Board of Health, did. 
Ho (tho learned Judge) would ask, what 
is quarantiuo ? It meant the isolation of 
tho infected ship for a period of 40 days; 
or if allowed to land, the passengers to bo 
placed in a lazaretto, and to bo uuporviscd. 
Now, tho Mayor in acting as the repre- 
sentative of the Board of Health, mec the 
plaintiff, but entered into no terms or 
conditions as to tho manner in which tho 
passengers from this infected ship, who 
had been placed iu quarantine, should bo 
supplied with what was wanting. The 
roiiuU was a bill had been brought in far 
some $8000 for which amouut, he remark- 
ed, the Dominion was not liable for even 
one farthing. The Dominion, though not 
admitting any claim against tln in, wore 
willing tho matter should bo submitted to 
arbitration. To this i)laintilY snhinittoil , 
stipulating that the remit of such dei;i- 
sion should not bar his claim against tho 
Corporation. Tho learned Judge con- 
tended that tho Corporation were not lia- 
ble for tho expenses incurred, and that no 
Mayor could thus make thorn binding 
upon the Corporation, the .-contract, opt 
being under ' seal, and the plaintiff 
ought to have known that this was the 
oiiso; but in addressing the jury when tho 
action was brought against the Corpora- 
tion hy the plaintiff, bo told thoin that 
they ini[;ht tiud their verdict as if tho va- 
lidity of such contract had been proved. 
The jury gave thoir verdict on that occa- 
sion in docidod opposition to his sum- 
ming up, and he could iind nothing in 
tho evidence to sustain the verdiot; nei- 
ther had they supplied him with satisfac- 
tory dnia as to how such verdict had been 
arrivoii at. Why, ho asked, should not 
thoso of the pasaengori of this infected 
ship who wore in circumstances have boon 
called upon to pay their own e.-cponsea ? 
And why should the jurors' verdict have 
sanctioned in the amount of their verdict 
a sum over that awarded by the arbitra- 
tors of tho Dominion Government? 
Charges for cakes, ices, formeiilod liquors, 
wines and cigars. At extravagant pricos, 
wore supplied to the steerage pasaeugora 
and tho crow of the steamer who wore 
amongst the number of those quarantin- 
ed to OB thus pampered at the expense of 
the Corporation. The verdict of the jnry 
must bsTootitiod. No now triol would be 
granted; and the judgment would bo for 
defendant, for there was no mutuality 
whatever in tho transaction. In conclud- 
ing his remarks, tho learned judge ob- 
served — Those who bring ships into port 
with passengors infected with tho disease 
must poy their expensoa; they might bo 
ordered to leave, but if allowed a lauding 
place must pay the expenses incurred. 
Severe strictures were passed npoo the 
decision of the jury, which wus spoken 
of as highly blamoablo, encouraging ex- 
travagance, and waate oud profligacy. 
The plaintiff was to bo pitied, asundoubt- 
odly he had been misled by the Mayor. 
The learned Judge said — In that mutter 
I suggested a compromise, bat it was not 
entertained; and it is too late now; but 
there may bo an appeal. I give judg- 
ment for tho defendant. 

Mr. Justice Croase, i'\ delivering judg- 
ment, commBUted upon tho argunieuts of 
tho leorned counsel for tho plaintiff, which 
hod been to the eireol that a valid con- 
tract had been entered into with tho 
Board of Health, to sustain whioh po- 
sition allusion was made to Privy Council 
orders; that Astrico was tho only man to 
attend; that tho U50 of corporate t^eal 
was not strictly necoasary, as iho case was 
urgent. The learned Judge combaltod 
these arguments by showing that the jliry 
in giving their verdict did not disclose 
■ufQoient consideration for value receiv- 
ed; that in having been paid $1,782 plain 
tiff bad been sulHoienlly compousuted aud 
could not be paid a second time. The 
oiii(,< lay upon tho plaintiff to prove his 
just chiiiu for uiiKjunt demanded, which 
had only been austainod by very vague 
proofs. The amounts charge. 1 for wines, 
fermented liquors, pies, cakes, fruils, 
cigars, canneil fruit;), spring chickens and 
green peas, luid the oxponco such charges 
ontail.;d pur head, wore put iu contrast 
with tiio moderate 81.75 per head of Mr. 
McLean's jiarty. Myjutlgment, said tho 
learned Judge, is that tho verdict ol the 
jury must bo set aside. 

Mr. Justice Gray, in giving l.is de- 
cision, said : "'I quite endorse the opinion 
of my brother Jndges, aud that tho rule 
bo made absolute. Tho Corporation, ho 
contended, had no power to act as they had 
done; it was uWra r/rifi. Tho duty of tho 
oflicor of tho Board of Health was oonlln- 
od to boarding, and inspecting suapoctod 
ships, and to make orders accordingly; 
bat they had no power to order suuplies. 
Vessels with passengers itifeotdd witu the 
disease were to be placed fn quarantine 
for 40 days subject to discretionary limit 
of such time. If infected ships niiaht ant 
as iu tho case under notice, this port 
would bocorao tho lazaretto of tho world. 
Tharo was no contract under seal notweon 
the plaintiff and th^ Mayor while that 
such was reqaixed in oases was a mat- 
ter of historical notoriety; thus instituted 
to protect the public from extortion. All 
that was necessary in tho case in question 
was good, plain food, whereas with what 
they had been supplied it was almost a 
saturnalia, causing one of tho passengers 
to say "It is like a first class hotel, you 
bet." It would be a sad thing for a com 
munity.said the learned Judge, if such im- 
proprieties were not disapproved of. It 
now comes before this Court as a cold 
question of what is legally proved. My 
opinon is that there has boon no ovidonoo 
to sustain the verdict of tho Jury, and 
th.it therefore it must be set asido in fa- 
vor of the defendants.

As 
an attack upon station houses was appre- 
hended thoy have all been barricaded and 
reinforced, to prevent tho Democrats 
taking them by forcq. Tho Democrats 
are much elated oyer the reports from 
Washington that the President will not 
rocoguize either government for tho 
presefit."
